I,  Henry  Adeane,  of  108,  Stanhope  Street,  Hampstead  Rd.,  London, 
5  Manufacturer,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “An 
Improved  Apparatus  for  Protecting  the  Eyes  from  Wind,  Dust,  Snow,  and 
the  Inclemency  of  the  Weather,”  to  be  as  follows : — 

My  Invention  has  reference  to  an  improved  apparatus  for  protecting  the 
eyes  from  wind,  dust,  snow,  &  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  &  consists  of  a 
10  metallic  frame,  the  upper  part  of  which  is  fitted  to  the  forehead,  the  middle 
portion  projecting  over  the  eyes,  and  a  third  or  lower  part  declining  to  & 
resting  on  the  nose  &  face,  also  a  piece  joined  by  means  of  pivots  or  hinges 
at  each  end  of  the  forehead  clip,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  frame  to  the 
head,  &  also  for  the  adapting  of  the  whole  to  various  sized  faces.  At  each  side 
15  of  the  frame  a  movable  stay  or  bracket  is  provided  for  the  purpose  of  firmley 
keeping  the  frame  extended,  the  frame  to  be  made  with  either  pivots  or 
hinges  capable  of  being  folded  when  not  in  use.  The  whole  or  part  to  he 
covered  with  gauze,  nett,  or  other  suitable  material,  whether  transparent  or 
otherwise,  for  the  protection  of  the  eyes.  The  apparatus  herein-tofore 
20  described  is  or  may  be  enclosed  in  a  suitable  case,  so  that  it  may  be  con¬ 
veniently  carried  in  the  pocket  when  not  required  to  be  worn.
